AMcllage  was  received  from  the 
Prcliuent  of  the  United  Stales, 
by  mr.  Dandridge,  his  fecretary, 
covering  a  copy  of  the  report  of 
the  commiliioners  for  fettling  the 
•accounts  between  the  tinned 
Stages  and  individual  nates  ;  to- 
gether with  copies  of  fome  nego- 
ciatiows  with  European  powers. 

The  rea  ting  oftnc  jaurnal  of 
the  conunihione.s  for  ettablilhing 
a  peace  with  the  holtile  Indians, 
•was  called  up  by  mr.  Trumbull, 
and  continued  until  finilhed,  with 
open  guilerie»:  afcer  which  the 
letter  from  geneial  Wayne  wai 
read — Thefe  communications  were, 
on  motion  of-  mr.  boudinot,  refer- 
red to  a  committee  of  the  whole 
houfe  on  the  Rite  of  the  union. 

The  report  of  the  commiliioners 
for  fettling  the  accounts  between 
the  United  Stares  and  individual 
fcatcs,  was  read.  By  this  report, 
the  flutes  of  New  Hainpfliire,  Maf- 
■  fachafctrs,  Rhode-Iiland,  Connec- 
ticut, Ncw-Jerfey,  2>ou.£h«£  a,  qli- 
aa  and  Georgia",  have  large  balan- 
ces due  to  them,  arid  the  Rates  of 
New- York,  Pemifylvariia,  Dela- 
ware, Maryland,  Virginia  and 
Nor;h-Carolina,  are,  largely  in- 
debted to  the  United  States.  5:00 
copies  of  this  report  are  to  be 
printed. 

Mr.  Madifon,  f  'om  the  commit- 
tee appointe  1  for  tlie  purpofe, 
brought  in  the  form  of  an  add;  els 
to  be  prefented  to  the  PrciiJentof 
the  United  o.  ates,  in  anfwer  to  his 
fpeech,  which  was  read,  and  re- 
ferred to  a  committee  of  the 
whole.  Adjourned. 

Friday.  December  fj. 
Mr.  Clark  prefented  a  petition 
praying  for  the  renewal  of  a  loll 
Certificate,    Ordered  to  lie  on  the 
-table. 

Mr.  Smith,  S.  C.  of  the  commit- 
tee ol"  elections,  reported,  that  all 
the  members  whcte  credentials 
had  been  referred  to  them,  were 
only  returned^  with  one  exception 
only,  that  of  a  member  from  De- 
-lawarc,  againft  the  legality  of 
whofe  election,  a  protefthad  been 
entered  by  a  candidate  fur  the 
fame  lest.

Sedgwick  and  Harrlv,  ap- 
pointed to  wait  on  the  Prefulent 
to  learn  when  it  will  be  cpnveni- 
fnt  to  him  to  receive  this  anl'.vcr. 
They  before  adjournment  report- 
*d,  that  he  would  receive  »*nead- 
dref.  to-morrow  at  twelve  o\!ock

UXg  von  for  the  firft  timefmce  you 


have  been  again  cailcdby  an  una- 
nimous fufi":  age  to  your  prefent 
ftation,  find  an  occalion  which 
they  embrace  withnojlefs  finceri- 
ty  than  promptitude,  for  expreff- 
ing  to  you  their  congratulations 
on  fo  dillinguilhed  a  tcRimony  of 
public  approbation,  and  their  en- 
tire confidence  in  the  purity  and 
patriotifm,  of  the  motives  which 
have  produced  this  obedience  to 
the  voice  of  your  country.  It  is 
to  virtues  w  hich  have  command- 
ed long  and  ur.iverfal  reverence 
and  fervices  from  which  have  flow- 
ed great  and  Lifting  benefits,  that 
the  tribute  of  praife  may  be 
paid  w'tboutthe  reproach  of  flat- 
tery ;  and  it  is  from  the  fame  four- 
ces  thai  the  fairelf.  anticipations 
may  be  uerived  in  favour  of  the 
public  happinefs. 

The  Unked  States  having  taken 
no  part  in  the  war  which  had  em- 
braced in  Lurope  the  powers  with 
whom  they  have  the  molt  cxten- 
five  i  elation s ;  lot  maintenance  of 
peace  wasjtilliy  lobe  regarded  as 
one  of  tiie  melt;  important  duties 
<f  the  mugiffrate  charged  with 
the  faithful  execution  ofthelaws. 
We  accordingly  witnefs  with  ap- 
nrpbation  and  plenfure  the  vigi- 
lcnce  Wif.li  which  you  have  guard- 
eil  againft  an  interruption  of  that 
blefhng  by  your  proclamation,  ad- 
monifliihg  onr  citizens  of  the  con- 
(cquences  6f  ilicit  or  hotlile  acls 
towards  the  belligerent  parties; 
and  promoting,  by  a  declaration 
of  the  exifting  legal  Hate  of  things 
an  eaiier  admiifion  of  our  rights  to 
the  immunities  belongino-  to  our 
fitdation. 

The  connexion  of  the  United 
States  with  Europe  has  evidently 
become  extremely  inJereiling. 
The  communications  which  re- 
main to  be  exhibited  to  us  will, 
no  doubt,  aiHft  in  giving  us  a  ful- 
ler view  of  the  fubject,  and  in 
guiding  our  deliberations  to  fneh. 
icfdis  as  may  comport  with  t  e 
rights  and  true  interefts  of  oar 
country. 

VI  c  learn  with  deep  regrer,  that 
the  meufures  dictated  by  a  lovepf 
peace  for  obtaining  an  amicable 
termination  of  the  afflicting  war 
on  our  frontiers,  fliould  have  been 
fruftratfd,  and  that  a  rcfort  to  of- 
fensive meafe.res  fliould  have  again 
become  neccl'.ary.  An  the  latter 
hovrever  muft  be  rendered  more 
fatisFac"tot'y  in  proportion  to  .he 
fblicitude  for  peace  mauifeftedby 
the  former,  it  is  to  be  hoped  they 
v.  ill  be  murfued  under  the  better 
nufpices  on  that  account,  and  be 
finally  crowned  with  more  happy 
fuccels. 

In  relation  to  the  particular 
tribes  of  Indiana  againft  whom  of- 
fertfive  mi  ifure«  hare  been  prohi- 
bited, as  wel]  as  on  all  other  im- 
portant f.il.jecls  wlii  li  yon  have 
prefented  to  onr  view,  we  mail 
jbeftowthe  attention  which  they 
claim.  We  cannot  however  re- 
frain at  this  time,  from  particu- 
larly expreiSng  our  concu>-rence 
jn  your  anxieiy  for  the  regular 
ditcharge  of  the  p'ubrlc  debts,  a* 
fall   03  the  circuiunancefi  and  e- 


vents  will  permit  ;  and  in  policy 
of  the  remoiriiig  any  impediments 
tii at  may  be  found  in  the  way  of 
a  faithfol  rcprefentation  of  piiblic 
proceedings  througliout  the  Uni- 
ted States,  being  perfuaded  with 
you  that  on  no  lubject  more  than 
the  former,  can  delay  be  more  in- 
joriotA,  or  an  economy  of  time 
uioie  valuable,  and  that  with 
refpectfb  the  latter,  no  refource 
is  lo  firm  lor  the  government  of 
the  United  States  as  the  a!feirtion3 
■of  the  people  guided  by  an  enligh- 
tened policy. 

Throughout  our  deliberations 
we  fliall  endeavor  tocheriih  every 
fentiment  which  may  cpntribnte 
to  render  them  conducive  to  the 
dignity  as  well  as  to  the  welfare 
of  the  United  States,  and  we  join 
with  you  in  imploring  that  Being 
on  whofc  will  the  fate  of  nations 
depends,  to  crown  with  fucecis 
our  mutual  endeavors. 

A  petition  was  prefented  from  a 
candidate  for  a  feat  in  the  houfe 
from  theflaieof  New- York,  com- 
plaining of  the  illegality  of  the  e- 
leeiion  of  the  members  returned 
from  the  diftrict  in  which  he  was 
a  candidate.  Referred  to  the  com- 
mittee Af  elections. 

The  houfe  proceeded  to  the 
reading  of  the  communications 
from  the  Prelident  relative  to 
French  affairs. 

After  fome  progrefs  made  in  the 
reading  of  thofe  communications, 
a  motion  w.-.s  made  to  have  them 
printed  before  read.  This  moti- 
on was  loft  ;  but'thc  papers  were 
directed  to  be  put  into  the  Prin- 
ter's hands  by  degrees  as  read, 
and  five  hundred  copies  ft  rock 
off. 

The  reaxling  of  the  papers  was 
then  purfued,  and  af;cr  further 
progrefs  tlie  houfe  adjourned.

I  fhall  not  effect  to  conceal  the 
cordial  fatisfaction  which  I  derive 
l  i  t  "..I  the  addrefs  of  the  houfe  of 
rcprclcntatives. — Whatever  thefe 
fervices  may  be,  which  you  have 
frtnthioned  by  your  favor,  it  i:i  a 
futhcient  reward,  that  they  have 
been  accepted  as  they  were  meant. 
For  the  fulfilment  of  your  antici- 
pations of  the  future,  I  can  give 
no  other  nlfarance,  than  that  the 
motives  which  you  approve,  fhall 
continue  unchanged. 

It  is  truly  gratifying  to  me  to 
learft)  that  the  proclamation  has 
been  eonfidered  as  a  feaforiable 
<n\ard  againft  tlie  interru.cion  of 
the  public  peace — Nor  can  f  doubt 
that  the  f.ljecTs  which  1  hive  re- 
commended to  ydiir  attention,  as 
depending  on  legiflatiVe  provision, 
will  receive  a  difcufion  IhixeH  to 
their  importance.  With  eyery 
reafen  then,  it  may  he  expe^cd 
(hat  your  deliberations,  under  the 
divine  blefiinp;,  will  be  matured 
to  the  honor  and  happinels  of  the 
United  States.

The  following  letter  fiom  the 
Pref«  lent  of  the  United  States, 
•    was  read  in  the  Houie  of  lle- 
prefentatives  .- 

United  States, 

December  <,  1703. 
Gentlemen  of  the  Senate  and  of 
the  Houfe  cf  Repr^ffentativcs. 
As  the  prefent  uteation  of  the 
feveral  nations  of  hurope,  and  ef- 
pecially  thole  with  which  the  Utii- 
ted  States  have  important  relati- 
ons, cannot  but  render  tueitattl 
of  tilings  between  them  and  1  * 
matter  of  interelting  enquiry  to 
the  legiflatnre,  and  may  mdee  1 
give  rile  to  deliberations  to  JBhic  1 
they  alone  are  competent.  J»aa>  ! 
thought  it  my  duty  to  communi- 
cate to  them  certain  corresponden- 
ces which  have  taken  p:ace. 

The  representative  and  execu- 
tive bodies  of  France  have  mani- 
fefted  generally  a  friendly  attach- 
ment to  this  country  ;  have  given 
advantages  to  our  commerce  and 
navigation,  and  have  made  o\e  - 
tures  for  placing  thofe  advantages 
on  permanent  ground;  a  decree 
however  of  the  National  Alicmbly, 
fubjecting  vel'els  laden  with  prof 
vilions  to  be  cariied  into  their 
ports,  and  making  enemy  goods 
lawful  pri/.e  in  tne  vcllels  cf  a 
friend,  contrary  to  our  treaty, 
though  revoked  at  one  time,  as  to 
the  United  States,  has  fiuce  ex- 
tended to  their  vefiela  alfo,  as  has 
been  recently  llaied  to  us.  Re- 
presentations on  this  fubject  will 
be  immediately  given  in  charge 
to  our  minifter  there,  and  the  re- 
jfu.lt  fhall  be  communicated  to  the 
legillaturc. 

It  is  with  extreme  concern  I 
have  to  inform  you  that  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  pcrfon  they  have 
unfortunately  appointed  their  Mi- 
nifter Plenipotentiary  here,  has 
breathed  nothing  of  the  friendly 
fpirit  of  the  nation  which  font 
him  ;  their  tendency  on  the  con- 
trary has  been  to  involve  us  in  a 
w  ar  abroad,  and  difcord  and  anar- 
chy at  home.  So  far  as  his  acls 
or  thofe  of  his  agents  have  t hrtar- 
ned  our  immediate  commitment 
in  the  war,  or  flagrant  infult  to 
the  authority  of  the  laws,  their 
effect  has  been  counteracted  by  the 
ordinary  cognizance  of  laws,  and 
by  an  exertion  of  the  powers  confi- 
ded to  mc.  Where  their  danger 
w  as  not  imminent,  they  have  been 
borne  w  ith,  from  fentimcnts  of  re- 
gard to  his  nation,  from  a  fcnle  of 
their  fi  iendfhip  tow  aids  us,  from  a- 
conviction  that  they  would  r.ot  fuff- 
er  us  to  remain  long  expofedto  t  re- 
action of  a  pcrfon,  w  bo  has  fo  little; 
refpectod  our  mutual  difpelitions, 
and,  1  will  add,  from  a  rclinuo 
of  ihe  firmnefs  of  my  fellow  citi- 
zens in  their  principles  of  peace 
and  order.  In  the  mean  time  I 
have  relpecfied  and  puifatd  the 
ftipnlations  of  our  treaties,  accor- 
ding to  what  1  judged  their  trnc 
lenfe,  and  have  withheld  no avl  oC 
friendlhip,  which  their  attaint 
have  called  for  from  us,  and  w!  ii  h 
infiice  too-herslcft  us  free  to  ;;r. 
form*.  I  have  gone  further*; 
thcr  than  employ  force  for  the  t  e. 


ftitution  of  certain  veflels  which  I 
deemed  the  United  States  bound 
to  reftorc,  1  thought  it  more  ad- 
visable 10  fatisfy  the  parties  by 
avowing  it  to  be  my  opinion,  that 
if  rcltitution  were  not  r»ade,  it 
would  be  incumbent  on  the  Uni- 
ted ytates  to  make  conipenfation. 
The  papers  now  communicated 
w  ill  more  particularly  apprize  you 
of  thefe  traufactions. 

The  vexations  and  fpoilation  un- 
derltood  to  have  been  committed 
on  our  vell'cls  and  commerce,  by 
the  cruifers  and  oliicers  of  the  be- 
ligerent  powers,  appeared  to  re- 
quire attention,  the  proofs  of  thefe 
however not  hi\ingbecn  brought 
forward,  tlie  de&riptien  of  citi- 
zens fuppofed  to  have  luffcred 
were  notified;  thai  on  furniihing 
them  to  the  executive,  due  mea- 
fures  would  be  taken  to  obtain  rc- 
drefs  of  the  patt,  and  more  effect- 
ual proviliou  againil  the  future. 
Shou]  1  fuch  documents  be  furnilh- 
td,  proper  reprefentarions  will  be 
made  thereon,  with  a  jult  reliance 
o,.  a  redrefs  proportioned  to  the 
e>.v;ci:cy  of  the  cafe. 

Th'-*  Britifh  j),o\ernment  having 
undertaken  to  reltrain  generally 
our  commerce  in  corn  and  other 
ptoViifOiyi  to  their  own  ports  aid 
thole  o$  their  friends,  the  initruc- 
tiorts  now  communicated  were  im- 
mediately forVarded  to  our  Mi-.ii- 
fter  at  that  court.  In  the  mean 
lime  fome  difcuilioir,  on  the  fub> 
jeCi  took  place  between  him  and 
them,  thefe  are  alto  laid  be'bre 
you,  and  I  may  expeel  to  leave 
the  refult  of  his  fpecial  inlh  not!- 
oatl  in  time  to  make  it  known  to  the 
legi^ture  during  their  prefent 
ieiilon. 

Very  early  after  the  arrival  of 
a  Britilh  Minifler  here,  mutual  ex- 
;  ':  "inions  oh  the  inexCI  afion  of 
kh<  treaty  of  peace,  w—re  entered 
iota  with  that  Miniil-r  theft  are 
now  laid  before  yon  for  y^ar  in- 
formation. 

Ob  the  fubjeots  of  mutual  iute- 
refta  between  this  country  and 
Spain,  negotiations  and  confer- 
ci.ees  are  now  depending — The 
pub'ic  good  requiring  that  the 
prefent  Ilate  of  thefe  fhould  be 
ma  le  known  to  the  legitiatue  in 
con(i,!ence  only,  they  ihall  he  the 
fhfejed;  of  a  fcparato  and  fubfe- 
(HtflU  communication.

AT  the  momenl  the  houfe  of 
reprefentatives  wa~  engaged  in 
reading  the  executive  communica- 
tions refpectiug  the  uniform  ef- 
forts of  the  United  States  for  a 
fair  and  amicablo  accommodation 
of  our  differences  with  Great  Bii- 
t.ii  1,  intelligence  was  re.  eived 
here,  tliat  throngh  the  iaterpofiti- 
011  of  the  Britifh  Agent  at  Algiers,, 
a  truce  has  been  concluded  between 
Algiers,.  Portugal  and  Holland; 
ill  confecpieece  of  which  event,  9 
Algeriue  corfairs  had  a  filially  en- 
tered the  Atlantic,  and  captured  3 
American  veilels,  &c 

This  meafure  feems  to  havebeeiv 
dictated,  not  only  by,  the  ufual 
fyltematic  enmity  of  Great  Britain 
to  the  riling  commerce  of  the  Uni- 
ted States,  but  by  the  particular 
coniideration  or  counterbalancing 
by  thele  dishonorable  and  inhu- 
man meah8r  the  advantages  of 
American  over  Britilh  bottoms, 
which  would  necellarily  liave  flow- 
ed from  our  neutrality  in  the  pre- 
fent European  war.. 

When  we  rellect  upon  our  abor- 
tive efforts  for  a  jnft  and  rcafon- 
ablc  accommodation  with  Great 
Britain,  and  the  fymptoms  pre- 
fented.in  the  attempts  of  negocia- 
tion,  which  f urn  lib  no  profpect- 
ive  confolation  to  the  friends  of 
jnilice  and.  <>f  pe.t-e,  and  add  to 
fuch  reflrciions  the  aggravation  of" 
this  unexpected  and  unprovoked 
attack  upon  our  commerce,  it  will 
be  foond. difficult  to  a::ti -ipate  the 
ultimate  point  to  \^  Inch  i'uch  inju- 
ries and  infults  may  lead  06. 

This  information  being  deemedi 
inrntiliately  and  e\trcmely  inter- 
elting  to  tlie  whole  commercial 
iuterelt  througliout  the  United 
States,  1  have  thought  it  a  duty  to 
make  this  early  communication, - 
to  enable  you  in  your  future  com- 
mercial arrangements,  to  view  it 
with  that  ferioufnels  which  its  an-- 
thenticitv  and  iuii>ortai:ce  may 
merit,

N.  B.  A  Swedilh  fhip  faw  the 
AlgCI  incs,  after  taking  an  Ameri- 
can, difcharge  part  of  her  cargo 
into  the  fea— this  was  probably 
that  the  veflels  might  fail  better, 
meaning  to  arm  her  on  the  fpQt 
w  ith  a  few  guns,  in  order  to  en- 
efeafe  their  number  of  crnifers.

The  Small  Pox  has  within  three 
weeks,  proved  extremely  fatal 
within  this  town  and  its  vicinity

But  the 
communications  of  the  Prelident 
on  this  interelling  fubjet't  are 
confidential.  An  awful  fecrecy,  an 
alarming  my  It  cry,  has  uniformly 
attended  the  progrefs  of  our  ne- 
gociatons  with  Spain  from  their 
commencement  to  the  prefent  pe- 
riod. From  this  myllerious  fi- 
lence  1  prognoiticate  the  lols  of  a 


right  for  which  we  can  neve;'  re- 
ceive an'equivalent.  If  the  mea 
fin  es  of  government  are  dictated 
by  a  regard  for  equal  jufli»:e  and 
liberal  policy,  w  hat  danger  can  be 
apprehended  from  a  dilclofure  of 
them  ?  11  the  imquitcns.  detejlabie 
fdieme  of  facraficiug  the  rights  of 
the  wedern  people  at  the  {brine of 
eaitern  policy  is  not  again  ieviv- 
ed  and  about  10  be  accomplished; 
why  arethe  tranfactions  w  ith  Spain 
fo  carefully  concealed  from  the 
inspection  of  the  public  ?  But  the 
inhabitants  of  this  country  are  no 
longer  to  be  amufed  w  ith  the  hepe 
of  obtaining  jullice  from  the  ge- 
neral government.  They  begin  to- 
be  felt  dependent. 

Under  all  the  difcouragements 
which  the  partial  conduct  of  Con- 
grefs  has  been  able  to  throw  in  the 
w  ay,  this  country  has  received  an 
aflotii/hing  encrtafe  of  inhabit- 
ants. Their  refources  are  great, 
and  their  attachment  to  the  righ&i 
which  nature  has  befhowed  upon 
them  is  neither  to  be  ihaken  by 
artifice,  or  weakened  by  the  fear 
of  opposition.  They  have  receiv- 
ed their  rights  from  nature,  and 
will  affect  them  at  the  hazard 
of  their  lives.  Tlie  jnftice  01 
their  caufe  will  picture  them 
friends,  and  a  conviction  of  hav.

Extract  of  an  Ordinance  for  re- 
gulating proyjfionally,  the  com- 
merce of  Louiiiana  and  the  Flo- 
ridas,  tlated  the  9th  of  June, 
J  793- 

The  preamble  ftates,  that  the 
inhabitants  of  Louifiana  being  de- 
piived  of  their  commerce  with 
France  (on  account  of  the  war) 
as  allowed  by  the  ordinance  of 
Jan.  1782,  and  II.  M.  confideriug 
that  they  and  the  inhabitants  of 
the  Floridas  cannot  fubfift  without 
the  mcansof difpofing  of  their  pro- 
ductions and  of  acquiring  thefe 
neceilary  for  their  confumption  ; 
for  that  purpofe  and  to  increafe 
the  national  commerce,— the  com- 
merce of  thofe  provinces,  and  their 
agriculture,  has  directed  the  fol- 
lowing  articles  to  be  provifionally 
cbferved. 

The  inhabitants  of  the  above* 
mentioned  provinces  to  be  allow, 
ed  to  commerce  freely,  both  in 
Europe  and  America,  with  all 
friendly  nations  who  have  treaties 
of  commerce  with  Spain  :_Nc\v, 
Orleans,  Penfacola  and  St.  Auguf- 
tine  to  be  ports  for  that  purpofe, 
no  exception  as  to  the  articles  to 
be  fent  or  to  be  received.  Every 
veflel  however  to  be  fubjuted  to 
touch  at  Corcubion  in  Gailicia  or 
Allicante,  and  to  take  a  permit 
there,  without  which  the entrv  not 
to  be  allowed  in  the  ports  above- 
incntioned. 

The  articles  of  this  commerce 
carried  on  thus  direeHy  between 
thole  provinces  ami  foreign  nati- 
ons, to  pay  a  duty  of  fifteen  per- 
cent, importation,  and  fix  percent, 
exportation,  except  negroes,  who 

maybe  imported  free  of  duty  

the  production  and  lif.  er  exported 
to  purchafe  thofe  negroes  to  pay 
the  6  percent,  exportation  duty— - 
the  exportation  of  fikcr  to  be  al- 
lowed for  this  purpofe  only. 

The  commerce  between  Spain 
and  thofe  provinces,  to  remain 
free.  Spaniards  to  be  allowed  to 
obferve  the  fame  rules  and  to  fit 
out  from  the  fame  ports  (in  vefiehj 
wholly  belonging  to  them  with- 
out connexion  with  foreigners)  for 
thofe  provinces  as  for  the  other 
Spahifh  colonies. 

To  remove  all  obflacles  to  this 
commerce,  all  forts  of  merchandife 
deitined  for  Louifiajia,  and  the 
Flcrulas  (when  thofe  whole  ndmif, 
fon  is  prohibited  for  other  places) 
may  be  entered  in  the  pons  of 
Spain,  and  in  like  manner  tobac^ 
co,  and  all  ether  piohibited  Brt& 
cles  may  be  imported  into  Spain 
fiom  thofe  provinces,  to  be  re-ex' 
pcrted  to  foreign  countries.
